With our twelve pieces of gold 
we purchased a map and set sail 
for the Roller Express. Once on 
board the ship’s crew were 
rocking the boat with waves of 
acid techno and hardcore dance. 
Hands on decks included 
Blackbeard AKA Keny Ken, Evil 
Eddie Richards as The Jolly 
Roger and Face as the Ship's 
Doctor, but raising the sails were 
the Rat Pack and all safely 


navigated by Captain Hook alias 
MC Moose. Yes, there was a 
huge wooden ship in the main 
dance area, and the venue was 
divided into three district areas by 
huge sound curtains and 
backdrops. 

On board entertainment included 
bumper ships outside, bar fly, 
pole jousting and best of all a real 
barge moored on the River Lea 
outside, with garage sounds and 
an all night bar, cruising up and 
down at regular intervals. These 
attractions were included in the 
entrance price, making these 
events different to a regular 
hardcore rave. To survive in 
London these days a club must 
develop it's own individual 
identity (e.g. long running nights 
such as Rage, Labrynth, Trade) so 
that members know that they are 
not going to get the same old 
thing as every where else. The 
Pirate Club and Delirium have a 
good chance of achieving this, 
especially if they continue their 
policy of encouraging talented 
new DJ’s to develop their own 
stable.
